SCARLET  FEN'ER.— On  3rd  August,  a child,  7 years  of  age, 
was  notified  from  a cottage  at  Middlethorpe.  The  case  was  isolated 
at  home.  On  my  visit  I was  unable  to  trace  any  definite  history  as 
to  the  origin. 

DIPHTHERIA. — The  first  case,  a child,  14  years  of  age,  ^^a•s 
notified  on  30th  April  from  a house  at  Bishopthorpe,  and  was 
removed  to  the  Acomb  Isolation  Hospital.  The  second  case,  a toy, 
11  years  of  age,  was  notified  from  Copinanthoi'pe  on  12th  September, 
it  was  an  exceedingly  mild  case  and  was  isolated  at  home.  Minor 
sanitary  defects  received  attention.  The  origin  was  obscure  in 
both  instances. 

ERYSIPELAS. — This  was  a man,  40  yeai's  of  age,  in  a cottage 
at  Bishopthorpe. 

MAL.VRIA. — On  5th  August,  a man,  22  years  of  age,  wa.s 
reported  from  Middlethorpe.  On  my  visit  I found  the  man  had 
contracted  the  disease  whilst  in  the  Army.  The  case  was  veiy  mild. 

LOBAR  PNEUMONIA. — This  was  reported  on  IGth  June, 
a boy,  6 years  of  age,  at  Askham  Richard.  The  boy.  made  a good 
recovery. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — The  first  case  occuiTed  at  Bishopthoipe, 
a man,  40  years  of  age,  the  case  proved  fatal.  The  second  was 
notified  from  Middlethorpe,  a young  gentleman,  22  years  of  age,  he 
shortly  afterwards  left  for  treatment  in  Scotland.  The  thir-d  ca.se 
was  a boy,  10  yea.rs  of  age,  at  Bishopthorpe,  suffering  from 
Tubercular  Glands.  The  fourlh  case  was  a girl,  15  yea.rs  of  age,  at 
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Bishopfchorpe,  also  Tiitercular  Glands.  All  the  cases  were  having 
proper  medical  treatment.  All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  visited 
by  the  inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  the  majority  by  myself, 
rrecautions  are  taken  to  check  the  s})read  of  the  disease,  and  when 
advisable  the  cases  are  )’emoved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Sanatorium,  etc.  Any  sanitary  defects  are  attended  to,  and 
clothing,  bedding,  rooms,  etc.,  are  thoroughly  stoveil  and  disinfected. 

SOCIAf.  AND  N.ArURAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  occupied  in  fanning  and  trades 
dependent  thereon.  There  are  no  factoj'ies  or  workshops  in  the 
District  of  any  importance.  In  addition  to  the  attendance  of  the 
Poor  Law  Medical  Officer,  cases  are  admitted  into  the  York  County 
Hospital,  Poor  Law  Infirmary,  etc.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  fi’ec  to 
the  medical  men  on  request. 


REARING  OF  INFANT'S. 

ITie  Ministry  ol  Health  a.gain  urge  the  importance  of  all  possible 
measures  being  taken  to  lower  the  infantile  mortality  mte 
tliroughont  the  country.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  Child 
Welfare  Sub-Cormnittee  have  beeir  very  active  diu'ing  the  year, 
providing  and  equipping  convenient  and  suitable  centres  where 
part'irrient  women  can  obtain  medical  advice  and  fi’ee  treatment, 
and  where  babies  aird  school  childr'en  arc  advised  upon  or  treatrd  for 
minor  ailments,  lour  District  is  well  supplied  with  good  wirolesomo 
milk,  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  regularly  visited  bv  your 
Inspector,  who  reports  tirey  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  sanitary 
coirdition.  1 would,  however,  advise  the  Council  to  again  have 
re-distributed  the  jramphlot  by  Dr.  Kaye,  the  Courrty  Medical  Officer, 
oir  the  Reariitg  of  Infants.”  The  practical  advice  given  in  this 
p.imphlet,  if  acted  on,  would  certainly  help  to  lower  the  nrortality 
rate  in  the  West  Riding.

^’el■y  little  progress  is  possible  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  nnitei  inls 
and  labour — fortunately  there  is  no  serious  sboiiage  of  houses  in 
the  District.  Iniprovenients  to  defective  ashpits,  privies, 
drxiins,  etc.,  have  had  attention  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

d'he  villages  of  Lringhouses,  Bishopthorpe,  Aliddlethorpe,  and 
Copinanthorpe  are  supplied  from  the  Yor'k  City  Mains.  Askhain 
Richard  obtaiiKS  a good  supply  from  two  deep  bore  wells.  Acaster 
Malbis  is  chieliy  supplied  from  shallow  surface  wells,  which  are 
liable  to  contamination,  and  a few  deep  l)ore  wells. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Public  Scavenging  is  carried  out  throughout  the  Disfei'ict,  with 
tlie  exception  of  Acaster  Malbis.  I would  advise  the  Council  to  adopt 
it  for  this  village.  All  the  s(  nools  are  under  this  scheme.  About 
half  the  houses  in  the  District  aie  supplied  with  pail  or  tub  closets, 
IGO  with  water  closets,  a number  with  privies  and  ashpits  and 
covered  middens.  The  sanitary  inspection  is  cairied  out  efFiciently 
by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  under  his  supervision  a number 
of  nuisances  and  defects  have  been  remedied.
